John Anderson did not believe that 
we,, were prepared to adapt our 
civilisation to compel a large pro- 
portion of the people to live and 
maintain a productive capacity in 
a trogledyte existence deep under- 
ground. a 

‘What we could and must provide 
was not bomb-proof shelters. but 
adequate protection against. splin- 
ters and blast: and the fall of 
debris. oO he 


GOVT. RESPONSIBILITY. 


No .public authority could make 
themselves responsible for provid- 
ing this protection. at the public 
expense for everyone. 

Their responsibility was to pro- 

‘ vide protection for all who could 
not. fairly be expected to provide 
it for themselves. 

The Government would give the 
necessary technical advice to those 
who could afford to provide it 
themselves. . ; 

The people must be reasonably 

’ protected while at work, and res- 
ponsibility for this rested primarily

“Do any of these . proposals. deal 
with: defence of the people against 
high explosives?” :™- : 

Sir .John- Anderson: “I made it 
quite clear in-my statement that 
the scheme does not contemplate 
provisions against what can be re- 
garded as a direct hit by a high ex- 
plosive bomb.

SCOPE EXAMINED 


The Opposition questioned: Sir 
respecting the scope 
of the protective scheme. 

Mr. Lapsbury: “There would be 
no protection if a high explosive 
bomb dropped in the middle of a 
largé block of flats or dwellings.” 

Sir John Anderson::“I agree.” 

Mr. Herbert Morrison (Labour) : 
“Are we to understand that the 
Government rejects deep tunnel, 
shelters?” : 

Sir John Anderson: “I have tried 
to make it plain that I am endeav- 
ouring to initiate a short-term po- 
licy which could be put into effect 
very rapidly.’ 

'“The provision of deep bomb 
shelters could not, in the opinion 
of the Government, form part of 
such a policy. Considerations other 
than those contained in ‘the present 
scheme will receive further atten- 


tion.” , 


PRACTICALLY AT ONCE 

Replying to questions about the 
period within which the work might 
be accomplished, Sir John said he 
preferred not to be tied down tod 
closely to the actual date, but or- 
ders would be given “practically at 
once.” 

The advice of engineers who Had 
collaborated with representatives 
of the steel trade was that the 
manufacturing operation of . steel 
shelters and so forth was simple 
one, that supplies of the raw. ma- 
terial were adequate and that after 
initial delay while the plant was 
being got ready, production’ would 
proceed at a very rapid rate. 

NO UNDERTAKING. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (Liberal) : | 
“Can Sir John Anderson assure the | 
House that by the time we return 
trom the Recess he will be able to 
say what proposals he will have 
for. providing. deep shelter accom- 
modation, particularly in congested 
areas?” 

Sir John Anderson: “I can give 
no undertaking at the moment.”

' AGAINST GAS
